call an abominable Jdoll : And there- 
foze, J would all men ſhould 3

It there be no cabSance of bzzad in 
the Sacrament , buf Tranſubſſanti - 
ation, then Chailts body is receiued 
ol the vngadly, and eaten with their 
teeth; which is not onely againg D. 
Angufine (calling this ſpech, E xcept 
you cate the fleſh of the Sonne of man, 
&cc. Afiguratine ſpech:) hut Iſo as 
gaintk the plaine Acriptures , which

affirme them to well in Chaiff, and 
Chaiſt in them, and they to haue euer⸗ 
laſfing life that cate him; which the 
wicked haue not, although they cate 
the Sacrament. He that cateth of this 
bread , ((ayth Chzilt) ſhall liue for e- 
uermore, Therefoze, they cate not 
Chꝛiſts bodp, but (as Paul ſaith) they 
eate in indgement aud damnation, 
which, beleeue it, is an other manner 
of thing then Chꝛiſts body. 

And this doth H. Auguſtine affirm, 
ſaying: None do eate Chilts body, 
which is not in the body of Chꝛiſt. that 
is (as hee expoundeth it) in whom 
Chaiſt dwelleth not, and he in Cheiſt. 
WMhich thing the wicked doe not, be⸗ 
cauſe they want faith and the Helv 
Spirit, which be the meanes where⸗ 
by Thilf ts receiued. 

To the things which 1 haue 
bꝛought here fozth, to impꝛoue tranſ⸗ 
ſubſtantiation, J could bing in the 
Fathers fo confirme the ſame, which 
ſucceeded continually maxy hund2ev 
peares after Chziſt. Alſo J couls theis 
a Tranſubſfantiation is but a

new doctrine, not eſtabliſhed, befoze 
Sathan (which was tyed foz a thon- 
ſand yeeres) was letten looſe. Alſo J 
could ſhew, that euer hitherto , fince 
it was eſtabliſhed, in all times ithath 
been reſiſted and ſpoken againſt. Pea, 
befoze this doctrine , the Church was 
nothing lo endowed with gods, lands, 
and poſſeſſions as it hath been ſince. At 
hath bꝛought no ſmall gaine, no ſmall 
honour, no ſmall eaſe to the Cleargie: 
and therefoze no marnaile though 
they ſtriue aud fight fo2 it. 

Ak is their Maozim , it is their He. 
lena. God deſtrop it with the bꝛeath of 
his mouth, as thoztly hee will foz his 
names ſake. Amen. 

If time would ſerue, J could and 


would here tell you of theabſurditics 


which come by this doctrine : but ko; 
times ſake J muſt omit it. Pnelp, foʒ 
Gods ſake ſ& this, that this their do⸗ 
Arine of Tranſlubſtantiation is an 
bnfruth, already I haue pꝛoued; and 
foꝛget not, that it is the whole ffay of 


all Popery, and the-pillar of their
